THERE can be no question in the mind of any think- 
ing man but that the policy of certain political agi- 
tators in this country is destructive of 
Politics = confidence and detrimental to business. 
Mer ik This policy is to hit a head wherever 
possible, without rule or reason. Sus- 
picions are taken for evidence, and the wildest charges 
are made against men and parties without any basis 
either in law or fact. Laws are demanded to curb 
real or imaginary evils, as though law ever cured any 
ill. Legislatures are convened and a mass of un- 
digested legislation is imposed on the country, only 
to be found later to be totally unsuited to the best 
interests of industry or commerce. The trouble is 
that the demagogue is abroad. The soil of the re- 
public is specially fertile in this creature; he springs 
up as if by magic and fattens on his own words. He 
finds many dupes who are influenced to demand some 
change in the laws whenever the demagogue blows 
hot or cold; he stirs up trouble which he is powerless 
to allay. 
It is time that the people of this country awoke to 
a realization of the fact that the greatest interest at 
stake for all—high or low, rich or poor—is business, 
and that whatever affects business should be carefully 
and calmly considered by business men, not by poli- 
ticians. Who would entrust the matter of his daily 
bread and the sustenance of his family to the whim 
oi a professional place hunter? Who would not pre- 
ier to allow a trained business man, with interests of 
his own and of hundreds of dependents at stake, to 
ide for him in the event of an important question 
rade or finance arising? 
he difficulty is that business men have been so ab- 
d in their business that they have neglected pol- 
and politicians have been so intent on getting 
iolding office that they have ignored business. 
wo must get together; business men must enter 
‘s, and the politician must be subservient to busi- 


ness. The question of importance is, What of the 
industrial and commercial interests of the country and 
how can they be kept up to a high degree of pros- 
perity? In this question every man, woman and child 
in this country is vitally interested. 








Ir ANY further evidence of returning prosperity were 
needed it is amply supplied by the latest figures of iron 
and steel production in the Pittsburgh 
district. «At the No. 3 Homestead plant 
of the Carnegie Steel Co. a record run 
of 3,961 tons in 24 hours was made one 
day last week, overtopping the previous record of 
3,717 tons for 24 hours. It was only an incident in 
the industry, but it shows that the mills are being 
pushed to capacity by reason of increased orders. And 
this view of the situation is further confirmed by the 
fact that new tin and steel mills are being put into 
operation and old mills that have been shut down for 
months are resuming, necessitating the employment of 
about 1,000 additional men. All interests are sharing 
the increase in business, which is expected to continue 
for several months. 

Another encouraging report is that of the purchase 
by the largest independent interest in the Pittsburgh 
district of 40,000 tons of basic pig iron for delivery 
through January and February. This transaction is 
said to be preliminary to opening another large open- 
hearth steel plant that has been idle for some time. 
Together with other heavy purchases of pig iron it has 
materially strengthened the market. 

On the whole, the tendency in the iron and steel 
markets is toward higher prices and a general resump- 
tion of operations. With many plants long idle again 
operating there are likely to be some price changes that 
will offset the recent reductions—an upturn from the 
low level which now seems to have been reached. 

The events of the past week strongly confirm this

view. Prices have generally advanced, as will be noted 
in the market reports on another page of this issue. 
Buyers who have been indifferent are now awake. 
Stocks are low and factories see a busy year ahead of 
them. The advent of Prosperity is at hand.

on the indiscriminate sale of deadly 
weapons. New York not long ago 
enacted such a law; Montreal is consid- 
ering the question; other cities are in line to check the 
wave of crime that has swept over the country. The 
evident objection to such legislation is that it prevents 
the honest householder from providing for his own 
self-defense, not that it discourages crime. This con- 
sideration has resulted in the defeat of measures of 
this kind in many instances, but the Chicago ordinance 
is calculated to meet every reasonable objection and 
at the same time prevent the indiscriminate purchase 
of “guns” by irresponsible persons. 

This ordinance provides that a purchaser of firearms 
must first get a permit from the police, and that no 
dealer may sell a revolver or gun except to a holder of 
such permit or certificate. The object. of course, is 


ee a 


EES 2 9 CONE 
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to put the purchase of firearms in control of the police 
department, though it is not clear that this authorizes 
the department to refuse a permit except to a known 
“crook.” It merely gives to the police the opportunity 
of investigating the buyers of guns, as to their reasons 
for buying and their fitness for carrying such weapons. 

The old Chicago law was quite different. It re- 
quired buyers of firearms to register their names and 
dealers to report sales, but so many buyers gave false 
names that the law soon became a dead letter. Under 
the new regulation the giving of a false name will 
speedily bring about detection, for each purchaser is 
to be investigated when the permit is granted. 

There can be no doubt but that the strict enforce- 
ment by the police of an ordinance of this kind will 
result in decreased sales of firearms, but no reputable 
dealer will object to any measure that eliminates the 
minor and the “undesirable citizen” from the purchase 


and use of the “gun.” 








Tuat the “money power” controls is a statement 
so frequently made that it is taken for granted, but 
Distribution JUSt what is meant by the “money 
of the power’ is not made clear. It appears, 
Banking however, that the control of a nation’s 
Power. money and credits is the key to the in- 
dustrial and commercial as well as the financial situa- 
tion, and that such control is vested in the banks. The 
banks of a small community exercise an important 
power and influence in that community; in a larger 
degree the same is true of the banks of a city, and 
the banks in metropolitan centers extend their in- 
fluence over the entire country. When credits are 
curtailed these big banks are exercising their power 
over the smaller banks, and that is what is known as 
the “money power.” 

Now, it appears from figures compiled by Maurice 
Muhleman, long deputy United States assistant treas- 
urer at New York, that the percentage of banking 
power in this country is distributed as follows: New 
England States, 13.4; Eastern states, 42.5; Southern 
states, 8.6; Middle West, 23.4; Western, 5.2; Pacific, 
6.9. That this power is unequally distributed as re- 
gards population is shown by the fact that the New 
England states, with 13.4 per cent banking interest, 
have only 6.6 per cent of the population; that the 
Eastern states, with 42.5 per cent of the banking 
power, have only 21.1 per cent of the population, 
while the South, with 25.9 per cent of the population, 
has only 8.6 per cent banking power. Conditions in 
this respect are more nearly normal in the Middle 
Western states of Ohio, Indiana, Illinois, Michigan 
and Wisconsin, which, with 26.8 per cent of the pop- 
ulation, control 23.4 per cent of the banking power of 
the entire country. The money power considered in 
relation to the population means simply the relative 
individual wealth. The people of the East are thrifty 
and prosperous and with money in the banks they can 
dictate to borrowers. The South will never attain 
to financial independence until its “individual wealth” 
is increased to something like par with that of other 
sections. A big population of poor people is neces- 
sarily more or less at the mercy of a smaller popula- 
tion that controls the money. The prosperity of any 





community is measured by the prosperity of its 
dividual members.

So he ar- 
ranged his store and warehouse to accommodate a 
crowd, offered nearly one hundred prizes for the best 
entries in seventy-one contests, held a poultry show 
and an exhibit of sugar cane, peanuts, popcorn, cotton, 
oats, needlework, preserves, poultry, etc., and served 
a lunch in a model kitchen and dining room. The 
“fair” lasted five days and was attended by about 1,5. 
people. It was a success from every standpoint, and 
demonstrated what one store can do in a town where 
public spirit was not equal to holding a genuine count) 
fair. That the hardware dealer who got up this show 
and carried it through to a successful finish will reap 
a rich reward of new business goes without saying. 

The point is that enterprise pays, and the more un- 
usual the scheme the greater attention it will attract. 
If this dealer had merely invited people to visit his 
store without any particular inducement offered them 
to come, his “fair” likely would have fallen flat. He 
was quick to see that there was a popular demand for 
some sort of a county fair, and he did-his best to 
satisfy that demand, thus drawing to himself all the 
credit and much of the profit derived from the event. 

After all, that is the real secret of effective adver- 
tising—originality. It is not enough to make an an- 
nouncement in a conventional way; to really get the 
attention of the people and hold their interest, the an- 
nouncement must have the spice of the unusual about 
it. Anyone can say, “We sell good stoves,” but it 
takes a smart man to make people believe it. The 
advertising department of the average retail hard- 
ware store is the most important feature of the busi 
ness. It brings in the trade. 








To THE average American manufacturer the export 
trade is an enigma. The nearest approach to it that 
The he can make is to put his goods into the 
Manufacturer hands of some exporting house an¢ 
and Foreign await developments. If he is fortunate 
Trade. and his product appeals to the foreign 
buyers he may make headway, otherwise the expor! 
trade will mean so little to him that he will neglect 
it for the easier and larger field at home. That ': 
the usual experience of the American manufacturer 
Other things being equal, the difference between 
foreign and home trade is very largely a matter 0i 
language. In English-speaking countries the manu 
facturer appeals to the buyer in a language that lie 
can understand; in other countries his catalogues «n‘ 
circulars are of no value. It is related that the captain 
of a steanier on an African river said, in answer to ‘lie 
question, “What fuel do you burn?” “Mostly Aner 
ican catalogues.” In a country where English 's 
not spoken the American catalogue is rated chiefl 
its fuel value. 
































The remedy? Print catalogues in the language of 

e country to which the exports are directed. This 

ems a monumental task, but is it? The most at- 
ractive catalogue is the one having the most pictures 
ind the least reading matter. Pictures need no trans- 
ations. The descriptive matter, if short and to the 
point, can be quickly translated. By using the same 
form it is possible to make quick changes in the read- 
ing matter, from one language to another, and thus 
cover all the principal countries with a catalogue or 
circular that would mean something to the people to 
whom it is directed. Even the small manufacturer 
an do this on a small scale, and the experiment seems 
worth trying. At any rate, it is the only way to reach 
foreign buyers direct and to insure their attention to 
the printed matter sent them. 








RANDOM NOTES AND SKETCHES. 





R BY SIDNEY ARNOLD. 
In talking with-one of the officers of the Chicago 
Retail Hardware Association the other day I was 
moved to ask him the secret of the success of that 
organization, and he replied, “co-operation,” and 
pointed to the large list of members and the statement 
on the membership card about the purpose of the or- 
ganization. This statement reads: “The objects of 
this association are to unite its members in a social and 
fraternal society, for their sole benefit, and not for 
pecuniary profit ; the promotion of brotherly and social 
relations between its members; for mutual protection, 
and to assist each other in business.” 


The time is past for any merchant to say that a man 


is foolish to be neighborly with men in his own line 
of endeavor; that they are apt to learn his secret 
methods and take away his business; that he does not 
believe in trade organizations ; that they are all run by 
a clique who are merely trying to “feather their own 
nests.” Real business men have learned better, and 
the proof of it is that they are coming together into 
trade organizations and profiting by such associations. 


There is something wrong in a country like this 
when idle men swarm ’round a coffee wagon on a cold 
winter’s night in quest of “a bite to eat.” Either they 
are victims of their own follies or are unfortunate, 
and among those in the bread line will be found men 
of both classes. In either case there is no good reason 
why they shouid be there, for the natural resources of 
this country are vast enough to feed and clothe every 
man, woman and child within its borders in exchange 
for a reasonable amount of work. 

The practical problem of the “tramp” has been taken 
up by the New York State Board of Charities in a 
practical manner, with a view to speedy and thorough 
solution. In a recommendation to the State Legisla- 
ture that the proposed state farm colony plan be 
adopted the Board says that this plan has been tried 
with success in other countries and that it can un- 
doubtedly be operated with equal success in this coun- 
ry: that the large expense entailed upon the public 
lirectly by the institutional! support of tramps and 

agrants is a warrant for the statement that the es- 
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tablishment of the state farm colony in.any state would 
prove an economic measure even though the state 
should be compelled to maintain in such a colony sev- 
eral thousand tramps and unemployed men each year. 
These men by their labor could more than pay the 
state for their maintenance and also in time could pay 
for the initial cost of establishing the colony and per- 
haps accumulate a surplus for use after discharge. 

It must not be assumed that every idle man is an 
unwilling worker. On the contrary, the-majority of 
the men in the bread line would welcome any work 
they could get if they could thereby secure the necessi- 
ties of life. Not all the improvident are lazy, and the 
state could perform no better duty toward its unfor- 
tunate citizens than to put them in the way of earning 
their own subsistence—the industrious willingly, the 
-hiftless against their will. 

*x * *x 

Did it ever occur to you that the business of this 
country is one great organization of which every 
worker, every "merchant and manufacturer and sales- 
man and railroad employe and farmer is an integral 
part? This is a free country. There is no aristocracy 
here except the aristocracy of brains, and every man 
who does something is a cog in the great machine. 
He may be small, but he is essential to the smooth 
running of the entire organism, and the reason why 
business doesn’t run smoothly is because somebody 
balks. A strike, for instance—many people balk. Is 
it any wonder that business suffers at such a time? 

Now, how would it do if every worker would con- 
sider himself a partner in the world’s business? Sup- 
pose that every morning when he went to work he 
would say, in effect, This is my task to help the wheels 
of trade, or traffic, or production, as the case might 
be, to continue to go smoothly and profitably to -all 
concerned. [| will do this work cheerfully as my al- 
lotted share in the business of the world. Wouldn't 
that be better for the man himself and mankind in 
general than the too prevalent snarl and snap of the 
man who thinks everybody is trying to “down” him, 
when as a matter of fact his only enemy is himself ?

Some one has said that it is the man who can keep 
business now-a-days who is valuable to the firm, as 
well as the man who can get business. The business- 
getter makes promises, the business-keeper fulfils 
them. It is one thing to get a customer but quite anoth- 
er thing to please him, year in and year out, and the 
man that does the latter is accounted a valuable man 
in the wholesale and retail stores where “service” is 
rated at its true worth.

NEWLY PATENTED RANGE WARMING CLOSET 








Matthew Franklin Allen of Nashville, Tenn., has 
been granted United States Patent No. 1,001,004 on 
a range warming closet. 
In combination with a 
range it consists of an 
upwardly disposed wall 
at the rear of the body of the range and adapted to 
be disposed against a wall of a room, an upwardly ex- 
tending flue connected with the range and disposed be- 
hind the rear wall, there being an opening in the rear 
wall at one side of the flue, and a closet compartment 
disposed behind the rear wall at one side of the flue 
and secured to the rear wall around the opening. 








TAKING OLD RANGES IN EXCHANGE. 


Many stove dealers refuse to take second-hand 
ranges in part payment for new ones. Others take 
them, fix them up and sell them to good advantage. 
In some localities where there is a transient popula- 
tion, like summer resorts, there is a demand for stoves 
to rent and the dealer can get the cost of a second- 
hand stove in one or two seasons’ rental, In still other 
towns the second-hand stove business is a specialty 
with certain dealers in second-hand goods and where 
a used range is taken in exchange it is usually turned 
over to these second hand men at a low price. 

W. Sheridan, a hardware dealer of Brockville, Ont., 
in a communication to Hardware and Metal, says that 
he cannot get enough second hand ranges. “I’m con- 
stantly being asked for them,” he states. “We could 


get rid of many more than those we take in exchange.” 

Naturally with such a demand existing, Mr. Sheri- 
dan does not feel it any hardship to take an old ar- 
ticle in part payment for a new. “Money is to be 
made out of such a deal every time,” he remarked, 
“providing a reasonable value is placed upon the sec- 
ond hand article.” 

And here is the way Mr. Sheridan has made his 
profits out of this line: When a person comes in 
to buy a good range the price is, perhaps, $50. 

But should cash be offered three or four dollars 
are struck off that. On the other hand, if an old 
stove is to be taken in part payment, the five, ten, or 
fifteen dollars to be allowed for it are deducted from 
the time price, no matter whether cash is given or not. 
This at once gives the dealer an advantage. 

The old stove once in the store is immediately 
cleaned and repaired. Then, when a customer objects 
to the high price of the first-class ranges shown him, 
he is taken to this old model. He is told candidly that 
it is second hand. He is told that it has been over- 
hauled ; and he is assured that if it does not give satis- 
faction it will be taken back willingly, and the money 
paid, allowed on a new range. 

Only in two or three cases, says Mr. Sheridan, have 
these old models been returned. They usually give 
perfect satisfaction. Indeed, many coming to the 
store ask to see the second hand line, saying that a 
neighbor of theirs secured one which has given splen- 
did satisfaction.

RECENTLY PATENTED ORCHARD HEATER. 








American Can Co. of New York City, has been 
made the assignees of United States Patent No. 
1,010,461 granted to William 
Howard Smith of Atlanta, Ga., 
on an orchard heater compris- 
ing in combination a_ sheet 
metal fuel container having an 
externally rolled rim at its up- 
per end, a top plate secured 
thereto and having openings 
between its side edges and the 
rim of the container, and provided with a central open- 
ing, a perforated flue sheet rolled into a cylindrical 
form with loosely over-lapping edges, and fitting with- 
in the central opening of the top plate, and resting at 
its lower end on the bottom of the container, and a 
frusto conical longitudinally corrugated hood with 
the inner walls of its corrugations wedgingly engag- 
ing the outer rim of the container top plate, the outer 
walls of its corrugations forming a series of air pas- 
sages distributed entirely around the circumference of 
the container, the hood having an inwardly projecting 
annular flange at its upper end surrounding the upper 
end of the flue, the flange of the hood being substan-

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THE SHERMAN LAW AS AFFECTING PATENTS. 





In a special circular on the effect of the recent trust 
decisions on the validity of patents, George Hilliard 
Benjamin of New York says that the general impres- 
sion that the terms of the Sherman Act and the con- 
struction of such act by the Supreme Court in the 
Standard Oil and Tobacco cases are directly opposed 
to the terms of such sections of the United States 
‘tatutes as grant protection to inventors for their in- 
entions for a specific term is incorrect. In no one 
the petitions filed by the attorney-general is there 
ny allegation that the exercise of a monopoly speci- 
ed in a patent or patents is in violation of the terms 
' the Sherman Act. 

The attack by the government is not against monop- 

es created by patents, but against agreements, com- 


_ 


binations and the like, based upon the patents and in- 
tended to exercise a control in an industry beyond 
that conveyed by the patent grants. In short, the 
government takes the position that an inventor may 
exercise an absolute monopoly in the thing covered 
by his patent grant, but that neither he nor any com- 
bination of individuals or interests may use such pat- 
ent as a basis for exercising a monopoly or control in 
an industry, which is beyond and external to the 
monopoly of the patent grant. 
Sherman law, 
member : 

1. That they can make no agreement with purchas- 
ers, agents or distributors, by reason of which the use 
or the reselling price of the articles is fixed and deter- 
mined. 

2. That no agreement may be made between indi- 
vidual owners of separate patents, or business con- 
ducted, by the single owner (be it individual or cor- 
poration) of a group of patents in an industry, where 
the purpose of the agreement or the nature of carry- 
ing on of the business is such as to obtain an extension 
of the monopoly created by the patents, or, in other 
words, effect a control or partial control of an in- 
dustry, and thus unreasonably restrain and hamper the 
trade of others. 

Whether the position taken by the government is or 
is not correct must be finally decided by the Supreme 
Court.

were merchant of Wichita, Kan., gave a chalk talk on 

st Accounting.”” He maintained that it is the duty 

oi traveling salesmen to instruct the dealers in the 
science of cost accounting, and that any dealer in need 
‘such instruction should pay heed to it. 
\lr. Mead said that he knew personally of eleven 
failures in the hardware and implement business, yet 
none of these men was addicted to bad habits or lack 
of industry. They simply did not know their cost of 
doing business. If this work of cost education had 
been begun intelligently and earnestly by the travelers 
two years ago, 90 per cent of the failures which have 
developed since that time could have been avoided. 

Mr. Mead also took a rap at indiscriminate buying, 
and said that he knew of one dealer who had on sale at 
one time fourteen different lines of enameled ware of 
fourteen different colors. That man had failed. An- 
other man he knew of carried only one line of this 
goods and had met success. 

On a large chart, in full view of everyone in the 
auditorium, Mr. Mead figured out that the average cost 
of doing business in Oklahoma was between 18 and 19 
per cent. His conclusion, however, was challenged by 
S. S. Reed, of Paul’s Valley, who asserted that he did a 
business of $53,000 last year at a cost of but 8 per cent. 
Mr. Mead, hailing not very far from Missouri, de- 
manded to be shown, and Mr. Reed came forward to 
accommodate him. The cost educator then questioned 
him on every item of cost, which Mr. Reed gave for his

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ADVOCATES A FUND FOR PROSECUTING 
FRAUDULENT DEBTORS. 








Referee in Bankruptcy Lee E. Joslyn has written to 
William A. Petsold, president of the Detroit Credit 
Men’s Association, suggesting that a fund at the dis- 
posal of the committee to be used in the prosecution 
of all cases of fraud would have a salutary effect. His 
letter follows: 

“May I be permitted to call your attention, and 
through you, the attention of your valued association, 
to a line of work which appeals to me to be one which 
should be pushed much more vigorously than it has’ 
I refer to the investigation and prosecution of fraudu- 
lent debtors. This has no special reference to acts 
which are brought forward in bankruptcy proceedings, 
but in other courts and in other lines. In the perform- 
ance of the duties of referee cases which should be in- 
vestigated and in some cases prosecuted are occurring 
from time to time, and the daily papers indicate a simi- 
lar condition in other courts, and in cases not coming 
before any court. 

“T fully appreciate that fraud cannot, in every case, 
be either detected or, if detected, successfully prose- 
cuted. But every case that arises where there is suff- 
cient proof should be vigorously prosecuted. This can- 
not be successfully accomplished by the prosecutor's 
office without a considerable amount of preliminar) 
investigation; this investigation costs money. You 
already have an efficient committee, but the committee 
is largely inactive; this inactivity is probably for a! 
least two reasons: first, because cases are not brought 
to the attention of the committee, and second, because 
the committee have no funds, or not sufficient funds, 
at their disposal to make the desired and necessary 
investigation and secure the evidence to lay before the 
prosecuting officers. 

“There is no more effectual manner of preventing 
frauds upon the merchants than a clear and dist 
purpose and understanding that wherever such froud 
is discovered it will be reported and followed up ! 
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es arising in bankruptcy the facts are often brought 
on examinations before the referee, and I have 
ide it a practice to direct the trustee, in every case, 
lay the matters, where they are such as to warrant 
| doing, before the United States district attorney, 
and during the past years there have been no less than 
three investigations with one indictment, with others 
liable to follow. 

“T am firmly of the opinion that a fund of several 
hundred dollars placed at the disposal of your com- 
mittee, together with a report to the committee of 
every case of fraud, would result in the return to the 
association of many times the expense within a few 
years, as the result of less of such practices.”

By taking the cold air from the interior to equal the 
capacity of the hot air register, better results are ob- 
tained, and you have created a vacuum.

FEDERAL FURNACE LEAGUE.

VENTILATION PROBLEM IN STEAM AND 
HOT WATER HEATING. 


The importance of thorough ventilation of build- 
ings heated by steam and hot water is emphasized in 
a recent article in the Chicago Tribune by Dr. W. A. 
Evans, Chicago’s former health commissioner. His 
conclusions are strongly confirmatory of the furnace 
manufacturers’ contentions that steam and hot water 
heat are likely to be unsanitary from the standpoint 
of ventilation. Dr. Evans wrote as follows: 

The great advantages of these types of heating are 
efficiency and economy, and yet there are disadvan- 
tages. It is possible to heat well with these methods 
and have no ventilation at all. 

Our ideas of heating and ventilation have been in- 
herited from the old days of fireplace heating. In 
those days the heating of a room by an open fife start- 
ed currents of incoming air which, without planning 
for it, gave a moderate amount of ventilation. The 
more loosely the house was constructed the better the 
involuntary ventilation. We are prone to carry over 
our ideas of heating and ventilation into our modern 
quarters. 

Heating with steam and hot water can be done 
without any ventilation, and the more ventilating 
done the more expensive heating becomes. In fact, 
speaking broadly, in our modern, closely built houses 
heating is needed to heat the air for ventilation, the 
outside walls and the windows. The occupants make 
more than enough heat to heat themselves, the inside 
walls, floors and ceilings. Therefore the temptation 
always is to reduce the size and number of windows, 
to cut down the outside wall space and especially to 
limit the air taken in. 

Until better ventilation practices prevail these 
should be held as legitimate arguments against steam 
and hot water heating. This is doubly true since 
heating engineers and manufacturers of heating ap- 
paratus have so signally failed to do their duty to- 
ward the ventilating side—for in trade and profes- 
sional parlance “heating and ventilating” are coupled. 

Another disadvantage of heating by these methods 
is that the air is too dry. This can be remedied by 
allowing steam to escape from the radiators into the 
dry air. It can be accomplished less well with steam 
or with hot water by using the radiators as evap- 
orators. 

\ great advantage of these methods is that they 
allow the heat to be radiated at those places in the 
rooms where it is needed—that is, near the windows 
and otherwise along the cold walls. 

Another point which, with a little planning, could 
always be taken advantage of is that the ventilation 
air could be introduced into the room as moderately 
warmed air. This is especially necessary if the room 
is to be occupied to its full capacity. 





CHIMNEYS. 


Some rules regarding chimneys are given in a paper 
which was read before the Franklin Institute by Mr. 
H. C. Brinckerhoff. One rule which he gives is that

which the fire pot rests extending outwardly and down- 
wardly to the casing and provided with a series of mar- 
ginal openings in the edge thereof, the upper surface

GRINDSTONES AND OIL STONES 


It is said that composition grindstones and other 
abrasives are rapidly replacing the old hewn stone.

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PATTERNS FOR VALLEY AND JACK BAR 
FOR SKYLIGHT.

fhe query for a valley and jack bar as requested by 
ir. Lewis Morrison in AMERICAN ArtISAN of De- 
cember 9 is here illustrated, which involves identically 
the same principles as the hip bar. in laying out this 
;i1cblem first draw the line 4-4 in the elevation to the 
desired pitch, then draw the section “A” to the full 
ize which is an end view of the common bar. Num- 
ber all bends, and project lines through these points 
both ways indefinitely ; then at some convenient place 
draw the ridge section “B,” also the curb section “C,” 
to conform te the lines drawn through section “A.’ 
Having these sections drawn and numbered as 
shown, then construct the part plan showing the val- 
ley and jack bar, which is accomplished by dropping 
lines from all points in the ridge “B” and the curb “C” 
indefinitely, and at any convenient place draw the cen- 
ter line of the valley bar on a 45 degree, and reproduce 


section “A” of the elevation with all its points to a. 
position as shown by section “D”, then through these * 


points draw lines parallel with the center line until 
they reach their proper points in the plan of ridge and 
curb; also draw the miter lines in the curb and ridge 
as shown. Care must be taken so that the miter lines 
are drawn to correspond with the section “A” butting 
into the curb “C” of the elevation, also of the ridge. 
Next draw the center line of the jack bar in its proper 
place, which must be at right angles to the ridge, then 
reproduce section “A” of the elevation to the position 
as section “E” in plan, and through these points draw 
lines parallel with the center line until they reach their 
intersecting points in the ridge and valley bar, then 
draw the miter lines as shown and you have all the re- 
quired points in the elevation and part plan. 

But before the pattern for the valley can be devel- 
oped a section through the valley must first be deter- 
mined. This section is usually called the diagonal sec- 
tion, and shows the true miter lines for the ends. To 
produce this section take a narrow paper strip with 
straight edges and place it in the position as shown by 
“X.” Then from points 1-2-3, etc., in the ridge “B”’ 
project horizontal lines to it as indicated by 1-2-3, etc., 
on the strip; in like manner project the points where 
the bar miters to the curb over to the paper strip as 
shown. This is done so as to secure a uniform altitude 
for the valley bar section. Now transfer this strip X 
to the position as shown by X’, and from its points 
project horizontal lines indefinitely ; then project lines 
from two corresponding points in ridge and curb in 
miter of valley bar until they reach like number of 
lines drawn from the paper strip X’, then connect these 
0 points with a line, and proceed with the next two 
ints from the miter lines until they reach their proper 
lines drawn from the strip X’, then connect these two

that make the body for the section are parallel with 
each other. 

The next step is to determine the true section 
through the end of this bar as shown by “G”; for this

stretchout for the valley bar. To develop the pattern

numbered lines in the pattern as at 6’-5’-4’, etc., in the 
curb pattern, and 6”-5”-4”, etc., in the ridge pattern. 
Connect these points of intersection with straight lines, 
and the pattern for the valley bar is complete. 

As will be seen, the jack bar is the same as though it 
mitered onto the hip bar, only it is upside down, so to 
speak. So we must apply similar principles by erecting 
lines from all points where the jack bar miters to the 
valley bar until they reach similar numbered lines in 
the elevation bar as shown by the heavy miter line for 
jack bar which indicates the points where the jack bar 
intersects the valley bar on the incline. The stretchout 
for the pattern is taken from section “A” and placed at 
right angles to the elevation bar, then through these 
points draw the stretchout lines, and from all points in 
the ridge, also in miter line for jack bar project lines 
until they reach corresponding numbered lines in the 
stretchout as shown by I’-2’-3’-4’, etc., in the ridge 
pattern, also 1”-2”-3”-4”, etc., in the valley pattern, 
then connect these points with straight lines and the 
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pattern for the jack bar is finished. The ridge and curb 
requiré only square returns and are developed the

AN OPEN LETTER. 





President John H. Hussie, of the National Associa- 
tion of Sheet Metal Contractors, is making a very com- 
mendable effort to increase the membership of that 
association. With this plan in view he has issued the 
following letter which should be read by every sheet 
metal worker in this country. 

To Every OWNER OF A FURNACE OR SHEET METAL 

SHOP IN THE UNITED STATEs, 

GENTLEMEN : 

Are you or is your firm a member of the National 
Association of Sheet Metal Contractors? Are you 
a member of a local association of some kind in your 
own town? If not why not? Now, before answering 
this question please consider it well. 

It is a question worthy of deep thought and prayer- 
ful consideration. It is pertinent to your business and 
of vital importance. I am quite familiar with the or- 
dinary reasons advanced by those who decline to 
join the National Association, or to join a local as- 
sociation if there is one in their town, but I have 
never yet heard a reason that I considered a good one. 

This is an age of organization and for a trade or 
profession to remain unorganized is to remain behind 
the age in which we live. Every man that works for 
you belongs to an organization. Nearly every one you 
sell to belongs to some organization, also your doctor, 
your lawyer, your preacher, your grocer, your butcher 
and your druggist. Your children belong to their 
school societies and perhaps even your wife is a 
member of the Woman’s Club. It would seem, there- 
fore, that we of the sheet metal trade are the only 
ones on earth that can see no benefit in organization. 

Let us consider just a few of the reasons we hear 
advanced against a local association. One says, “I 
would join if it were not for Jones. I won't join 
any association with that fellow. He is the meanest 
competitor I ever knew.” Well, will Jones treat you 
any better if you are not a member? On the con- 
trary if you became a member and met Jones once a 
month or oftener and talked with him in a friendly 
manner, is it not just possible that you might find 
him quite a decent fellow after all? Is it not possible 
that he has entertained about you an opinion similar 
to yours about him? Think it over. 

Another says, “An association is no good unless 
it regulates prices, and you fellows do not seem able 
to do that.” This, in my opinion, is one of the great- 
est mistakes that could be made. Our association does 
not claim to regulate prices. It is contrary to law and 
in my judgment harmful to business. Competition 
makes for life and progress. However, association 
can and does eliminate cut throat competition. The 
kind of competition that takes a job at a loss just to 
beat a hated competitor out of it. I claim that it is 
absolutely impossible to meet with your competitor 
day after day, and month after month, to dine with 
him, to smoke with him, to chat with him and at the 
same time to entertain toward him the thoughts of 
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jealous hatred that leads to knocking, backbiting a: 
unfair competition, that benefits no one other than : i¢ 
purchaser. Imagine the sarcastic laughter of the c n- 
tractor or builder who by fanning the flame of j¢ 
ousy between you and your competitor, has succeec ed 
in getting one of you to take his job below cost. W):at 
a chump he must think you! Now, association does 
eliminate this kind of competition. I am not afraid to 
give you my personal guarantee for this. 

So it goes, down through the entire list of reaso: 
I have heard against association work. If space per- 
mitted I might write for an entire day. I wish in 
closing to invite every sheet metal contractor in the 
country to join the National Association. Try it for 
one year. The cost is almost nothing. You frequently 
spend more in one hour for some slight amusement 
or other trivial cause. I claim that if it cost one 
hundred dollars a year to belong to our association 
you would be well repaid in actual dollars and cents 
and I stand prepared to prove it by the testimony of 
hundreds who have seen this real monetary benefit. 
Beyond that, however, the fraternal side of the ques- 
tion is beyond estimation. Isn’t it worth more than 
two dollars a year to be able to go into any shop in 
any city in the United States and find a friend who 
meets you with a hearty hand clasp and a smiling wel- 
come? Isn’t it worth more than the five or ten dollars 
a year you pay to your local association, to be on the 
best of terms with all of your competitors? To have 
them glad to help you with exchange of goods and 
other courtesies, to have them speak of you as a good 
fellow whenever your name happens to be mentioned? 

Of course it is. Why, I wouldn’t sacrifice the good 
will displayed toward me by my competitors in my 
home town for one hundred times my association

dues. 

If our secretary could visit each one of you and 
talk with you I believe that you would all be convinced 
of the desirability of joining, but unfortunately he 
cannot see you all. Therefore I urgently request that 
you write to Mr. Edwin L. Seabrook, 261 So.

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Trade Report. 


HARDWARE. 

The entire trade is just beginning to wake up to the 
real situation and to take a very different attitude to- 
ward the hardware market. Heretofore it has been 
a waiting gamne, with large and small buyers in no 
mood to take on supplies at any price, the feeling be- 
ing one of uncertainty and of possibly lower prices yet 
to come. Now the opposite is the case, with buyers 
everywhere alert to see what is going to happen and 
with sellers indifferent as to urging purchases. They 
describe market conditions as very firm, with almost 
a certainty of further advances in the near future and 
a buying movement under that stimulus that may be a 
veritable boom. The recent advances in prices have 
brought this about, but the further fact that stocks in 
all hands are very low is sufficient to indicate what 
the buying is likely to be when the trade is fully waked 
up. As an instance, one of the largest hardware job- 
bers in the west recently found its stock of nails run- 
ning very low and at once rushed into the market to 
cover its requirements. About the same time prices 
of nails took a sharp upward turn, and the policy of 
the house was at once changed from that of waiting 
for further developments to buying heavily. When it 
is considered that the same low condition of stocks 
prevails all over the country, it is evident that a gen- 
eral buying movement during the early months of the 
year might result in an actual scarcity of some lines 
of goods. 

From the producers’ standpoint the situation is 
gratifying. The mills look forward to the new year 
with the prospect of being kept busy to full capacity, 
at least during the spring months, so that it may now 
be said with confidence that the uncertainty which 
heretofore has depressed the manufacturing branch 
is at an end so far as 1912 is concerned. 

The advance in nails and wire which took effect 
this week makes the base price of nails $1.55 Pitts- 
burgh and $1.73 Chicago to jobbers. This to retailers 
is $1.78 carlots and $1.88 less than carlots. 

Painted barbed wire is quoted at same prices, $1.73 
carloads to jobbers; $1.78 carloads to retailers and 
$1.88 less than carloads. Galvanized barbed wire is 
30c higher. 

The foregoing, together with corresponding ad- 
vances in steel plate, structural steel and pig iron, 
clearly show the tendency of all iron and steel markets. 


TIN PLATE.

The marked decline in the imports during the |: 
two years-is due to the high price of tin plates in { 
eign countries coupled with relatively lower prices in 
the United States. In October, 1911, the average ivi- 
port price of tin plates was 3.8 cents per pound, again; 
3.2 cents in October of last year and 2.7 cents in Octo- 
ber, 1909. As the value of imported articles is based 
upon their actual wholesale price in the country from 
which exported to the United States, the figures quoted 
would seem to indicate a steady rise in the foreign 
price of tin plates, due in part to the rapid growth of 
the canning industry in all parts of the world. The 
growth in the domestic canning and preserving indus- 
try in the United States alone is illustrated by the fact 
that the value of products has increased from $38,- 
000,000 in 1890 to $157,000,000 in 1g09. 

The tin plate basis at the advance is $4.05 for 14x 
20, 100 Ib. and $8.10 for 20x28. 





SHEETS. 

The market is firmer as the result of a disposition 
on the part of sellers not to let go of any further sup- 
plies at the low figures that have heretofore ruled. 
It is reported that the leading interest in production 
of sheets, as also some of the independents have 
adopted a policy not to sell sheets below 1.90 for black 
and 2.90 for galvanized. It is said to be a fact that 
the leading interest has been a heavy seller and 1s 
comfortably fixed with business. As lately reported 
several independents have withdrawn their lowest 
quotations and are quoting a dollar a ton higher at 
1.85 to 1.90 on black and 2.85 to 2.90 on galvanized 
f. o. b. valley mills. 

Present prices of sheets at Chicago, out of store, are 
$3.35 for 28 gauge galvanized ; $2.35 for 28 black. 


COPPER. 

The market is now at its highest for 1911. The sud- 
den response to the highly favorable statement of the 
Copper Producers’ Association caught many of the 
domestic buyers napping. Early in the week sales of 
several million pounds at 13.50c were reported, and 
while some copper was still quoted at 13.37%c it was 
not availabie in any large lots. 

There are indications that domestic users of th: 
metal are abandoning, though reluctantly, the position 
that the advance in quotations has been purely, 0! 
largely, artificial and is to be followed by a violent 
reaction. The fears from the expected increase in pro- 
duction in 1912 seem also to be vanishing as calmer 
consideration shows that a moderate increase only in 
consuming demand will be sufficient to take care of ‘ie 
new porphyry copper as well as of the additional c:p- 
per which will be turned out as a result of the o! 
companies increasing operations to capacity.

24th, is demoralizing to the trade. It is said to have 
been brought about by the recent sensational decline 
in spelter.

TIN. 

There was a sharp break in pig tin this week, fol- 
lowing the cables from London showing spot down to 
£198, a decline of £4 10s from the previous close. The 
New York Metal Exchange quoted 43.85@44.85 cents 
for spot and the asked price for December was 44 
cents. The previous close was 45.25 cents for spot. 
The London cables to the exchange did not reflect 
real conditions. Brokers were privately advised that 
deliveries including January were held well over the 
£200 mark. It is the opinion of market authorities 
that the lower prices of tin are largely fictitious. The 
demand which developed last Saturday was not in line 
with the campaign of the syndicate apparently and the 
coterie of operators abroad which controls the metal 
marked the price down temporarily. No one doubts 
that the syndicate is in absolute control and the con- 
viction continues unshaken that January will find the 
price around £220. 

PIG IRON.

Rogers, Brown & Co., of Cincinnati, Ohio, in their mar- 
ket report, say: 

December has opened up well. The earnestness of in- 
quiries and the businesslike manner in which orders are 
veing placed for pig iron, promise well for the present and 
give encouragement for the future. 

Business durirg the week locally has been good. The 
revived interest in the market in all quarters is shown daily. 
Increased activity during the last three weeks has resulted in 
a better standard of prices, less range in the extreme figures 
and a more healthy condition throughout. The tonnage 
placed is large and there is even more under option. 

Low figures which have been ruling on Southern iron 
are no longer in evidence, having been withdrawn and the 
market now strong on the basis of $10.00 Birmingham. In 
the East at one or two points furnaces have so well filled 
their books as to request the withdrawal of all quotations on 
present basis and advanced figures 50c per ton. 

Large orders for railroad equipment are encouraging 
signs and continue to be a feature. It is expected more such 
orders will be placed within the next few weeks. The rail- 
roads seem to have appreciated that the country is bound to 
grow in population and ccmmerce and unless they keep up 
with the procession in both rolling stock and physical equip- 
ment they will be in a most unfortunate position. They seem 
now to feel that the improvement is permanent, for a while 
at least. 

It has been said that the tide has turned and we are now 
experiencing the reaction from the low level which has been 
with us for the last two years. Whether this is so or not 
remains to be seen. It is sufficient to know of the healthy 
improvement in most lines, especially in the iron trade. 
Movement on contracts may be said to be practically up to 
date and buyers using the material promptly on receipt. 

The coke situation in general is unchanged, but the near 
approach of the holiday time and the consequent slacking 
up by labor, due to that occasion, has tended to increase 
movement and this will hold until after the first of the year. 
It has become now a recognized practice to discount trouble 
and delay at this particular period, which buyers are taking 
advantage of this year more than ever before. 


Matthew Addy & Co. of Cincinnati, Ohio, say in their

A strong situation growirg stronger is a short way of 
describing the iron market today. New business has been 
piling up at a wonderful rate and the most remarkable thirg 
about it is that it should have come at this season of the 
vear. Asa rule Dec ember can be marked off the calendar of 
the iron trade; it is notoriously a dull and aes month 
This time, however, December will prove the banner mouth 
f the year. The greatest revival in business is in the direc- 
tion of the concerns making railway supplies. Car builders 
are particularly busy, most of them having orders which will 
take up their entire output for the next three or four months 
in advance, with more business assured in the future. 
During the week pig iron sales have continued in large 
volume. As was the case last week, the — has had the 
lion’s share of the trade in this territory, but the Northern 
furnaces had a goodly portion. So much Southern iron has 
been sold that there are many of the Alabama and Tennessee 
companies who have contracted for their entire output over 
the next four or five months. In the East there has been 
more activity even than in the Central West, and the entire 
statistical condition of the trade has been changed for the 
better. Stocks are no lorger a menace. At the present rate 
of reduction they will be wiped out by the first of July, next 
vear. Advances in price have been made in the East and in 
the South, and the whole tendency of the market is upward
